 On June 29, 2017, the Executive Secretary of the Foreign-Trade Zones (FTZ) 

Board docketed an application submitted by the Port of Stockton, grantee of FTZ 231, 

requesting expanded subzone status subject to the existing activation limit of FTZ 231, 

on behalf of 5.11, Inc., in Manteca, California.
